Henry D. G. Rohlfs, who died at his home, 145 
Clinton avenue, after two weeks' illness, was born in 
Germany, sixty-three years ago. He came to Brooklyn 
when a lad and had lived here ever since. He had been 
in the business of importing bananas for many years on 
Fulton street, Manhattan, and at the time of his death 
was Vice-President of the Astmass Banana Company, of 
New York. He went to the Civil War with the Forty- 
seventh New York Volunteers, and served with them 
until its close. He became the drum major of the com- 
mand. He had beeii major of the veteran organization 
of that regiment, a member of Cassia Lodge, F. and A. M. ; 
the Masonic War Veterans, Progressive Lodge, Knights 
of Pythias, the Home Club and the Twentieth Ward 
Republican Club. He was an ardent and intelligent 
collector of art subjects, and had on the walls of his 
home over six hundred subjects of the work of ancient 
and modern artists.
